U nited States, but it has distinctiv e 
peculiarities. 
E'o r mo re than sev enty years the 
w’o rk o f tlic I.utheran church, in its 
early histo ry in this co untry, wms 
under the directio n o f indiv idual 
syno ds. 
Ihese syno ds w'ere scat­ 
tered thro ugh v ario us states, were 
m o re o r less independent o f each 
o ther, and attended mainly to the 
interests o f the cliurch upo n tlie 
territo ry 
widch they 
respectiv ely 
o ccupied. 
In co nsequence o f this, 
a spirit o f separatism and jealo usy, 
rather than o f unio n and mutual 
co -o peratio n, 
was 
fo stered. 
To 
co unteract this spirit, and to p ro ­ 
mo te the pro sperity o f the church, 
the general syno d was o rganized m 
the year 1820. 
The wo rk which it mo re especially 
pro po sed to itself as specifically and 
impliedly set fo rtli in its co nstitu­ 
tio n, was the creating o f a bo nd o f 
unio n 
amo ng 
the 
Lutherans 
thro ugho ut 
the 
U nited 
States, 
the 
fo unding 
o f 
co lleges 
and 
seminaries fo r educating its yo uth 
and supplying the church wuth an 
adequate ministry, 
the o rganizing 
o f bo ards fo r carrying fo rward the 
missio n wo rk o f the church mo re 
effectiv ely, and the establishing o f 
a publicatio n ho use fo r pro v iding 
the church with a distinctiv ely L u ­ 
theran literature. 
T he name “ general syno d” has, 
ho wev er, with the lapse o f years, 
beco m e mo re significant, and take» 
o n a wider meaning: it stands fo r 
mo re than simply an ecclesiastical 
o rganizalio ii. 
It deno tes no t o nly a bo dy 
o f 
I.iuherans representing a giv en p o r­ 
tio n o f the church; it also describes 
the L utheranism which they p ro ­ 
fess. 
T here are certain bro ad ele­ 
m ental
